Plants Boom in Wake of Peace 
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Dispute Ends President Picks Makers Hold'Drastic Cuts 
Schedules As/May Lose Bill 
Peace Is Sure|AFL Support 


As President 
Takes Charge 


White House Order Seen 
As Death Knell of 
Wagner Bill 








(By wire from Washington Bureau) 


Washington, Mar. 27.—Never 
before has the automobile indus- 
try bulked so large on the Amer- 
ican scene as it does today with 
the ghost of its threatened strike 
buried beneath the industrial 
peace formula enunciated by 
President Roosevelt. Through its 
insistence upon its rights and the 
rights of its employes, not ignor- 
ing those even of its workers who 
belong to outside unions, the in- 
dustry has forced the writing into 
the pages of the new deal a final 
and far-reaching pronouncement 
on the relations of capital and 
labor. 

Its unwavering adherence to 
the principle of self-determination 
which, on Sunday night, brought 
an end to the turmoil which has 
marked labor relations in the 
industry for months achieved an 
even greater result when it 
sounded the death knell of the 
Wagner bill that would set up a 
labor dictatorship in American 
industry and business. 

Hearings on this bill, which 
would establish a permanent Na- 
tional Labor Board and outlaw 
all company unions, continued 
here today but it generally was 
agreed that the White 
pronouncement ending the threat 
of the automobile strike had

Chicago, Mar. 27.—Decided im- 
provement in the equipment 
market outlook for jobbers is 
noted by the Motor and Equip- 
ment Wholesalers’ Assn., based 
upon a survey of the field just 
completed. The situation is 
analyzed in a statement by B. 
W. Ruark, general manager, who 
says: 

“Reports from many sections 
indicate that equipment is stag- 
ing a comeback. This reaction 
is due to a number of things, 
among which are the new cars, 
some of which require special 
equipment; the new trend in mer- 
chandising oil and the possibilities 
it has opened up for jobbers; the 
codes having to do with this in- 
dustry and the new opportunities 
they unfold, and the widespread- 
ing realization that the ‘best 
equipped show will win.’

Strike Threat Failed to 
Cut Output; Shipments 
Near 15,000 Daily 


Detroit, Mar. 28.—Threats of a 
shutdown by strike which im- 
pended for several weeks occa- 
sioned virtually no delay in the 
production schedules of plants in 
this area, a check today revealed, 
and with the labor disputes set- 
tled, manufacturers are working 
at top speed to care for the files 
of back orders on the book in 
every factory. Close to 15,000 new 
cars and trucks are moving out 
of the Detroit area daily. 

During the period when the 
possibility of a strike was a real 
threat to the increasing recovery 
of the nation there was no dis- 
cernible let down in the efforts of 
the manufacturers to turn out 
ears. Following the war-time slo- 
gan “Business as Usual,” they 
continued to keep their wheels 
turning and their products com- 
ing off the line. As a result the 
entire strike situation has not 
made it more difficult for dealers 
to obtain deliveries. 

Another feature of the uninter- | 
rupted progress of the industry 
toward complete recovery is the 
fact, vouched for by the plants, | 
that no falling off in the demand 
for cars was experienced during | 
the labor difficulties. Orders con- 
tinued to pour into all the plants 
in an unchecked stream, it is re- | 
ported. This demand from all 
over the country continues to 
grow as different sections feel the 
influence of recovery. 

Chevrolet leads the production 
parade with a daily average of 
5,000 cars and trucks, officials re- 
ported. On Mar. 23 this average 
was exceeded by 503 cars. 

The daily average of Ford cars 
and trucks produced in both the | 
U. S. and Canada is now 4,000) 
units, it was disclosed officially.

32 States’ Sales Total 
59,271; Estimate 94,000 


Detroit, Mar. 27.—A total of 
59,271 passenger automobiles were 
sold in 32 states during February, 
representing an increase of 57.64 
per cent over the month of Janu- 
ary in the same states, R. L. 
Polk Co., reported today in its 
weekly summary of automobile 
registrations. 


On the basis of registrations in 
these 32 states, which represented 
62.94 per cent of the United 
States, Polk estimated total pas- 
senger car sales for February in 
the entire United States at ap- 
proximately 94,000 units. 


The total of 59,271 passenger | 
cars for the month in the 32) 
states compared with 43,060 regis- 
tered in the same states for Feb- 
ruary, 1933, an increase of 37.65! 
per cent. In January, 1934, a total | 
of 37,598 passenger cars were reg- 
istered in the same 32 states. 

Commercial car sales continued | 
their steady increase during the | 
month, reports from the 32 states | 
listing 15,481 trucks registered, or | 
an increase of 156.82 per cent| 
over the same month last year, |

Sponsor Changes Mind on 
Most Important 
Provisions

Washington, Mar. 27—A Wag- 
ner Bill for the creation of a per- 
manent National Labor Board so 
changed from the original that it 
may alienate the support of the 
American Federation of Labor 
appeared in prospect here today. 

With dramatic suddenness, and 
in conformity with President 
Roosevelt’s “social engineering” 
principles laid down in the settle- 
ment of the threatened automo- 
bile industry strike, Senator Rob- 
ert F. Wagner announced his in- 
tention to redraft the bill. 

Another factor in the New 
| Yorker's decision is the assault 
;}upon the constitutionality of the 
|original measure and the mighty 
| tide of opposition to it which be- 
came vocal yesterday when the 
first of the bill’s opponents took 
the stand in the hearings before 
the senate committee on labor. 


May Alienate A. F. of L. 

The new provision which may 
kill the A. F. of L. interest in the 
measure is one which will pro- 
hibit employes as well as employ- 
ers from act six of coercion or in- 
timidation. Further designed to

February Marks 


Big Upturn in 


Midwest Sales 


Chicago, Mar. 27.— Evidence 
that automobile factories are 
making progress in catching up 


| with the demand for cars is re- 


vealed in the report of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Chicago, 
covering sales in the middle- 
west for February. The report 
just issued shows that wholesale 
distribution last month was 177 
per cent ahead of January, 1934, 
and 171.7 per cent greater than 
in February, 1933. 

Retail sales in February gained 
61 per cent over January and 76 
per cent over last year. Used car 
sales in February exceeded Janu- 
ary by 3.2 per cent and February 
of last year by 39.3 per cent. 

Dealers were better equipped 
to catch up on their accumula- 
tion of orders, as disclosed by a 
38.8 per cent increase in inven- 
tories in February over January. 
The gain over February, 1933,

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Peace by Pow-Wow 


HREE important gains were 

made during the negotiations 
which culminated in the settle- 
ment of the dispute between labor | 
and employers in the automobile 
field. First, and, of course, the | 
most important gain was that of | 
averting a strike which held 
promise of crippling the output of 
automobiles and held also the 
threat of spreading to other in-| 
dustries in the event that it had 
taken place. Second, the parleys 
proved that factions, apparently 
miles apart in viewpoints, can be 
brought around to see eye to eye 
if tempers can be controlled and 





dissenters can be made to sit 
down around a common table and; 
discuss their differences before an 
imspa:tia' neutral. Third, the set 


tlement reached has done mucii ‘ 

clear the air of perplexities which | 
have existed for more than a| 
year. While both sides have} 
given ground to an extent in the | 
present pact, both have gained | 
immeasurably through the crea- 
tion of a better understanding. 

Industry, labor and the nation | 
as a whole is to be congratulated 
upon the fact that this strike 
which would have cost much to 
all has been averted. They are 
to be congratulated also upon the 
fact that through the settlement 
a method of settling any future 
differences has been outlined 
which may keep peace within the 
ranks for years to come. 

Under the plan a committee of 
three men will constitute a board 
to hear future disputes. This 
board will have one representa- 
tive from labor, one from indus- 
try and a neutral. It would seem 
that the success of such a plan 
would depend largely upon the 
person named as the neutral 
member of the board. In any 
case of dispute it would be as- 
sumed that the labor member 
would stand on one side and the 
industry representative on the 
other. Into this breech the decid- 
ing vote would be that of the 
neutral and the deciding charac- 
ter of his vote in this position 
places a tremendous responsibil- 
ity upon him. The benefits of 
peace by pow wow rather than 
peace by force are too great to 
jeopardize. The neutral member 
of this board must have the unre- 
served approval of both employer 
and employe. 





The Coroner’s Jury 


RACED with nation-wide protest 
Senator Robt. F. Wagner of 
New York has announced his in- 
tention to redraft the Wagner 
Bill. Modifications which he has 
so far suggested, in our opinion, 
do not go far enough although 
they do go so far that it is 
thought the American Federation 
of Labor may withdraw its sup- 
port from the measure in its new 
form. These revisions would 
cover such points as making it 
possible for the employer to bring

| of this constant threat of court ac- 
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charges of intimidation and co- 
ercion against labor organizations 
where such practices occurred. A 
right the present bill grants to 
labor only. 

A bad feature of the bill for 
either side which would remain 
apparently is the basis under 
which the proposed Labor Board 
would act. According to the law 
in its present form the Labor 
Board would have power to sub- 
pena and question or demand 
written statements from _ those 
against whom charges were made 
and such evidence would then be 
used to convict the person giving 
it. The plea of self-incrimination 
as a reason for refusal to testify 
would not be accepted. 


As constituted under the 
Wagner Bill the Labor Board 
would function much as a coron- 





er’s jury sifting evidence and 
finding an indictment, or not, as 
the case may be, against the al- 
leged offender. If found guilty, 
the offender might be forced to 
pay damages to the offended and 
be subject to other penalties—in 
addition to being placed in a 
condition tantamount to parole 
and forced to report his activities 
to the board at stated intervals. 


In this way the Labor Board, 
holds an in- 
dictment over the employer’s head 
which the board itself will never 
take to trial. This is an old trick 
in politics. In nine cases out of 
ten the convicted employer would 
be bully ragged into obeying the 
Labor Board order as the result

February Sales 
Increase 69% 
Over Feb. 1934 


Washington, Mar. 27.—An in- 
crease of 69 per cent for Febru- 
ary, 1934, as compared with Feb- 
ruary, 1933, and a 28 per cent 
increase as compared with Febru- 
ary, 1932, is shown in prelimi- 
nary estimates of the value of 
retail sales of new passenger au- 
tomobiles, computed from the 
number of cars sold as reported 
by the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce. As com- 
pared with January there was 
an increase of 106 per cent, which 
was approximately four times 
the usual seasonal increase, ac- 
cording to Commerce Dept. com- 
putations. 

The percentages are based on 
daily average sales figures giv- 
ing equal weight to all the days 
of the calendar months involved. 
| The original sales were obtained 
in terms of the total number of 
ears sold. In order to convert 
this figure to dollar values, an 
index of price changes was pre- 
pared, based on the selling price 
of the most popular body types, 
and weighted by the registrations 
for each make and model. 








Canadian Truck Exports 


Surpass Domestic Sales 


Montreal, Mar. 27.—Export of 
motor trucks from Canada in 
1933 surpassed for the first time 
the sales for domestic consump- 
tion. Of a total production of 
12,569 commercial cars in Canada 
in 1933, exports accounted for 
6,125 while only 5,944 went into 
domestic consumption. In the 
previous year, exports accounted 
for 3,033 cars out of a total of 
10,085, leaving 7,052 for sale in 
Canada, while total production 
was greater in 1933 than in the 
previous year, the increase was 
due to expansion of the export 
market.

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Claims Accident 


Toll Will Hurt 
Industry’s Rise 





New York, Mar. 27.—Statistics 
covering motor vehicle deaths and 
injuries over a period of the past 
12 years are used by A. H. Eich- 
holz, general manager of the 
Motor and Equipment Manufac- 
turers Assn., as the basis of a plea 
for greater foresight on the part 
of all branches of the motor in- 
dustry in developing methods of 
reducing the accident total before 
it becomes a greater obstacle in 
the path of industry expansion. 

The figures obtained from offic- 
ial sources indicate that during 
the 12 years from 1922 through 
1932 inclusive there were 279,518 
fatalities in which motor vehicles 
figured while during the same 
period there were 9,800,000 non- 
fatal injuries. The United States 


leads the world with a motor ve-| 


hicle death rate of 245 per 
100,000 of population. 

“When any instrument of trans- 
portation is the cause of 30,000 or 
more deaths a year and 1,000,000 
or more injuries,” the bulletin 
states, “such appalling figures 
should cause those whose business 
interests are in the automotive 
industry to give serious consider- 
ation to the inevitable conse- 
quences if some effective national 
effort is not made to lower the 
record during the years immedi- 
ately ahead.” 

Greater uniformity in traffic 
regulations, stricter enforcement 
of existing regulations, a tighten- 
ing up of requirements for the 
issuance of driver’s permits, a 
more attention to various safety 
factors in the design of motor 
vehicles are pointed out as factors 
needing special consideration.

Newcastle Chrysler Men 


Defeat Bonus System 


Newcastle, Ind., Mar. 27.—Em- 
ployes of the Chrysler Corp. here 
held a referendum and voted in 
favor of accepting a _ straight 
hourly pay increase as a substi- 
tute for the group bonus system. 
The bonus system was over- 
whelmed in a vote of 3,077 against 
it and 428 for its continuation. 

The new system of pay was 
placed in effect immediately, and 
under the straight hour basis of 
pay the increase in wages will 
run from 10 to 40 per cent, it 
was announced, the increases be- 
ing made to compensate for the 
loss of the bonus. The plant is 
operating under a company 
union plan. 





West Coast Rubber Firms 


Busy at Seasonal Peak 


Los Angeles, Mar. 26.—Firestone 
Tire and Rubber Co., Goodyear 
Tire Rubber Co. and Goodyear 
Textile Mills Co., Pacific Good- 
rich Rubber Co., and Samson Tire 
and Rubber Corp., affiliate of the 
United States Rubber Co., all re- 
port marked increases in employ- 
ment, hourly wage rates and pro- 
duction over the 1933 period. In 
the comparison, the factory ex- 
ecutives excluded shutdowns, in- 
cident to the earthquake and the 
banking holiday in 1933. 

Employment in the industry 
here on the whole has registered 
an increase estimated between 40 
to 50 per cent; hourly wage rates 
have increased by approximately 
one-third with the average hourly 
earnings now higher than for the 
peak years of 1928 and 1929. The 
plants are averaging from 60 to 
65 per cent of capacity, compared 
with an approximated average of 
42 per cent a year ago.
